This subject has been referred to 
in the STocKMAN AND GAZETTE 
more than once. We find the fol- 
lowing on the same subject in a 
foreign exchange, and think it is 
worth reading: 


Attention was recently called in 
these columns to the great extent 
to which the custom still prevails 
of Wintering cattle day and night 
in the open fields, and as long as 
those who practice this system are 
fairly successful and (taking one 
season with another) generally 
turn out their cattle at a profit, it 
is not likely they will relinquish 
for the more costly and laborious 
method of housiug stock during 
the Winter. But that there is 
waste—waste of animal heat and 
consequently of flesh and food— 
where stock are left without shel- 
ter no one can deny, and as these 
are times when there is little mar- 
gin for waste in any branch of 
farming, would it not be well for 
the advocates of the outlying sys- 
tem to consider whether they 
might not improve upon the prac- 
tice of their forefathers, and by a 
comparatively trifling outlay Win- 
ter more cattle than they have 
hitherto, and bring them out in 
better condition on the same acre- 
age and witL the same amount of 
food. 


There are some stock-keepers 
who do not believe in shelter, and 
who will tell you that steers which 
have been Wintered “out” will do 
better when the Spring grass comes 
than these that have been house- 
fed (this idea having originated 
from house-fed cattle being incon- 
siderately turned out iu cold spring 
weather), but many, we believe, 
are deterred from providing shel- 
ter for their stock from dread of 
the expense, the erection of farm 
buildings being associated in their 
minds with an array of masons. 
carpenters, slaters and attendants 
that any prudent man, who has 

ad experience of them, will care- 
fully avoid. Good shelter for store 
cattle can, however, be provided 
without much costly work, as many 
of us can say from experience. 


Sheds in fields are common in 
grazing districts in the south of 
England, and would be more fre- 
quently seen in Ireland if their 
value were better known. 
tensive breeder and grazier in 
Leinster, who rears a number of 
calves aud sends them as yearlings 
to an outlying farm, has within the 
last few years erected sheds in the 
fields there, and finds his two-year-

fact, the cost of rough shedding io 
fields where cattle are running all 
the Winter would certainly be re- 
paid intwo years, and very proba- 
bly in one, in the increased value 
of the animals. 


Sometimes for the sake of econ- 
omy, When a permanent descrip- 
tion of shedding is erected, it is 
placed at the corner of four fields, 
and by remoying a portion of the 
four fences at their junction, and 
building in place of them four party 
walls at right angles to each other, 
aud a pier in each field, four rec- 
tangular sheds will be provided 
under one roof, This plan auswers 
well enough for small occupatiens 
where there are not many cattle 
together, but when the fields are 
large, loug sheds at opposite sides 
of the fields are best; the cattle will 
then take their choice of them, as 
they do of trees and hedges, accord- 
ing to the way of the wind. A 
double shed can, of course, be 
built for adjoining fields, giving 
shelter on both sides of the fences,
